Reindeer Parade ‘almost 
certain’ to go ahead...

CO WBRIDGE 
Chamber of Trade 
is “very hopeful” 
that the Reindeer 
Parade will go 
ahead in the town 
on Sunday, 

November 28. 

In recent years, local 
business organisations 
across the country have 
faced increasing obsta¬ 
cles in putting on 
Christmas-related events 
because of health and 
safety concerns, insur¬ 
ance issues or the closure 
of roads. 

Alun John, the chair¬ 
man of the Chamber of 
Trade, said that follow¬ 
ing a meeting he was 
confident the Reindeer 
Parade would go ahead. 

He said: “After a very 
positive meeting with the 
Vale Council highways 
and legal departments 
and the police, I can say 
that the parade is likely to 
go ahead as usual - we 
just have few i’s to dot 
and t’s to cross. 

“At one stage it looked 
as if it was 50-50, but 
now it is 90 per cent cer¬ 


tain.” 

The Reindeer Parade 
in Cowbridge has 
become a much loved 
tradition in the town with 
Santa, real reindeer, lots 
of entertainment on the 
day and local organisa¬ 
tions all taking part in the 
procession through the 
town. 

If the weather has 
been dry, there have been 
bumper crowds jostling 
for a view on the pave¬ 
ments and even in poorer 
weather there has been a 
good turn-out. 

It is not just people 
local to the Vale that 
attend, visitors often 
travel from as far away as 
west Wales, the valleys 
and even parts of 
England. 

Mr John said that 
progress was also being 
made in terms of 
Christmas lighting. 

“We have secured a 
sponsor and will be mak¬ 
ing an announcement on 
who it is at a later date. 

“The Christmas light¬ 
ing will not include lamp 


posts because of health 
and safety concerns.” 

The Chamber of Trade 
hope that as many busi¬ 
nesses as possible, along 
with domestic premises 
along the town’s main 
thoroughfare, will have 
lights, including fake 
Christmas trees that can 
be mounted with brack¬ 
ets supplied by the cham¬ 
ber. 

“We want to have even 
more input in lighting 
than in previous years 
and hope not just busi¬ 
nesses, but individuals, 
will want to get involved. 

“It would be nice to 
see a run of lighting ah 
the way through the town 
to Westgate.” 

If local people want to 
take part in the ‘lighting 
decorations’, they should 
get in touch with either 
Alun John or Natalie 
Isaac. 

The Mayor of 
Cowbridge with 

Llanblethian, Len Taylor, 
told The GEM: “I am 
delighted that the road 
closure situation seems 
to have been resolved. 

“The Reindeer Parade 
going ahead creates so 
much pleasure for people 
particularly the chil¬ 
dren.” 

• In recent weeks, 
more shops have been 
opening on Sunday in 
Cowbridge.

Organisers will not know until Eriday if the 
parade of models along the town’s high street will 
take place on Thursday, October 21, as part of the 
launch of Cowbridge Fashion Week which runs 
until Saturday, October 23.. 

But organisers say that if it is not possible 
because of the need for road closure notices, mod¬ 
els will still be walking along the street. 

“We may well just switch the parade to the 
pavements,” said Awen Evans, one of the organis¬ 
ers. “We are so excited by what’s being planned 
this year. 

“Really, the question of the parade is irrelevant. 
Yes, we would love to have it, but there are lots of 
alternatives if not. We may stage mini fashion 
shows outside shops, or have people walking along 
from shop to shop. 

“In any case, the champagne trail leading from 
shop-to-shop is most definitely on.” 

Cowbridge Town Council has been looking into 
the issue of the rolling road closures and the need 
for legal notices in the press, and has been in talks 
with local police over their own activities, includ¬ 
ing the Remembrance Sunday and Civic Parades. 

Awen, who works at High Society and Havana 
boutiques, said that the Chamber of Trade, which 
organises the event, had pulled out all the stops 
this year. 

“Last year’s Fashion Week was fantastic but this 
year we hope it will be even better,” she said. 


YALE COUNCIL APPEARS TO 

BE ALIENATING LOCAL ADVICE’ 


Conservation groups claim 
they are being ‘squeezed out’ 
of the consultation process 


THE Vale Council has 
denied that it is trying to 
prevent local conserva¬ 
tionists from being able to 
speak out on matters in 
the Vale. 

The row has broken out 
because the council is reorganis¬ 
ing its conservation advisory 
group, and has appointed a num¬ 
ber of professional bodies to the 
group. 

As a result, the chair of the 
Cowbridge and District Local 
History Society, Professor Dick 
Buswell, wrote to The GEM 
over his concerns that local rep¬ 
resentatives will be squeezed 
out by the professional bodies 
that will now dominate it. 

He added that, in another 
change, local representatives 
would only be allowed to speak 
on matters within their own 
area. 

The new group will include 
representatives from the Royal 
Town Planning Institute, and the 
Royal Institute of British

Architects (or its equivalent in 
Wales). Also other national bod¬ 
ies, such as the Georgian Group, 
will be on the new panel. 

Prof Buswell said: “These 
groups will provide a ‘profes¬ 
sional core’ and local people 
from conservation areas in 
towns and villages around the 
Vale will have to apply to 
become members, and will only 
be allowed to speak on matters 
pertaining to their own area. 

“I believe the ‘professional 
core’ will have neither the nec¬ 
essary local knowledge, nor 
sympathy for our historic build¬ 
ings and townscapes. 

“There is also a potential con¬ 
flict of interests between these 
professionals and their possible 
clients, who may be making 
applications for planning per¬ 
mission in sensitive areas.” 

He added that the existing 
system had served the Vale well. 


and that members had built up a 
core of background knowledge. 
He said: “To restrict us to com¬ 
menting solely on matters per¬ 
taining, say, to Cowbridge or 
Bonvilston, is demeaning and, 
in a way, patronising. 

“The Vale Council appears to 
be alienating the very con¬ 
stituents whose advice it should 
value.” 

For the Vale Council, Rob 
Thomas, the head of planning 
and transportation, commented: 
“The input of local groups is 
clearly important when assess¬ 
ing proposals within conserva¬ 
tion areas. 

“The advisory group will 
allow this to happen in an 
organised and structured man¬ 
ner, and I look forward to work¬ 
ing with the groups concerned 
in the future. 

“Any proposals will need to 
be reviewed to assess their 
effectiveness, and this is some¬ 
thing that the council’s cabinet 
has committed itself to in due 
course.”

Reduction in bus service 
will hit local pensioners

Number 93 bus service. 

This service currently runs 
every half hour between 
Cardiff and Barry (and back) 
and is the only Cardiff bus 
service that covers some parts 


As a regular user of this serv¬ 
ice, I can confirm that this is 
generally a busy service and 
particularly busy at school¬ 
leaving time. 

The proposed reduction to a 
one-hourly service will not only 
cause a measure of inconven¬ 
ience, but will certainly result 
in over-full buses, leaving pas¬ 
sengers to wait over an hour for 
the next bus. 

Within the Penarth and 
Dinas Powys areas covered by 
the service, there is a large 


of Penarth and Dinas Powys. number of mature residents 


who rely on the service. The 
idea of pensioners standing at a 
bus stop for over an hour on a 
cold, wet winter’s day does not 
bear thinking about. 

No doubt Cardiff Bus will 
claim that the present level of 
service is not financially viable. 

All I can say is that I am glad 
I am not a regular passenger, 
on what is a financially viable 
service, to hear - “Sorry, bus is 
full... “Sorry, standing room 
only!”

Vale Council denies 
computers cutback 
at the town library 


THE refurbish¬ 
ment currently 
taking place at 
Cowbridge 
Library will not 
lead to a reduction 
in the number of 
computers avail¬ 
able, the Vale 
Council insists. 

The GEM was con¬ 
tacted by a Cowbridge 
resident who said that, 
after the library had 
been closed for a week, 
he had arrived to use 
the computers - to find 
that there were only two 
available for adults. 

He added that he was 
now going to Cardiff, 
where there was a better 


service. 

However, responding 
for the Vale Council, 
the chief librarian, Sian 
Jones, said: 

“The planned refur¬ 
bishment of the library 
is under way and the 
service is working at a 
reduced level, due to 
the restricted space 
available. 

“Every effort is being 
made to provide as full 
a service as possible, 
and to minimise the 
effect on customers, 
while ensuring that a 
service is maintained 
throughout most of the 
building works.” 

She said that there 
were four computers 
available during this 


period, and anyone 
wanting to book one 
could do so in the usual 
way. 

The computers 
would be shared by 
adults and children out¬ 
side school hours. 

She continued: “The 
refurbished library will 
be completed around 
the New Year, and will 
provide a much- 
improved environment 
and new facilities. 

“These will include a 
separate computer suite 
to provide users with a 
quieter space in which 
to work than was the 
case before. 

“It will also cater bet¬ 
ter for computer-based 
classes in the library.”

Vale meeting is packed 
as local people consider 
plans for waste disposal 


MORE than 120 people 
from the Vale packed into a 
public meeting held at St 
Tydfil’s Church, 

Llysworney, on Monday 
evening to discuss three 
separate private waste 
management planning 
applications that have been 
made close to Llandow. 

The meeting was called by the 
Llandow Community Council and 
the local MP, Alun Cairns. 

Residents attending the meeting 
from across the western Vale were 
concerned about the environmen¬ 
tal impact of waste and an increase 
in the use of local highways. 

Mr Cairns told The GEM: “The 
meeting was naturally concerned 
about highway issues. The signif¬ 
icant increase in the number of 
HGVs is alarming, as is the lack of 
information contained in each of 
the applications. 

“There are questions over the 
change of nature of this part of the 
Vale, and of our aspirations for the 
area. I don’t want the Vale to 
become a waste management cen¬ 
tre for south Wales. 

“The impact of increased traffic 
through Llysworney and Sutton 
Road, with up to a possible addi¬ 
tional 180 vehicles per day 
through the village, is simply 
unacceptable. 

“It’s just not environmental or 
sustainable to transport waste over 


large distances from places like 
Newport or Carmarthen into the 
Vale. 

“One person at the meeting 
highlighted the impact that 60 
HGVs travelling past his house 
would have on his family and 
young children as they live on a 
country road where there is no 
traffic at the moment. 

“It’s important that people 
object using relevant planning rea¬ 
sons such as the impact on the 
already inadequate highways, the 
change of nature of the immediate 
locality, and the proximity princi¬ 
ples of the site.” 

Mr Cairns added that people 
can find out how to register their 
concerns and more about the 
applications at

Dr Ian Johnson, Plaid Cymru’s 
Assembly candidate for the Vale, 
has called for close scrutiny of the 
waste disposal plans. 

“The plans must meet several 
strict criteria. Firstly, they must be 
in keeping with the character of 
the western Vale. 

“That means that they should 
not add significant amounts of 
heavy traffic to single track roads, 
or be clearly visible or audible 
from miles around. 

“Secondly, they must use tech¬ 
nology that is an improvement on 
that which is currently in use. 

“If we are seri 
ous about ‘green 


ing’ our economy then we must 
look at long-term plans for waste 
disposal which will see us recycle 
and re-use what we throw away.” 

He said best environmental 
practice was essential. 

“We must choose the correct 
technology for doing this, as pick¬ 
ing the wrong method will trap us 
into wasteful practices and pre¬ 
vent better greener and long-term 
cheaper technology from succeed¬ 
ing. 

“The Vale must scrutinise these 
plans closely to ensure the best 
results for local people and local 
job-creating industries.” 

The Vale’s Assembly Member, 
Jane Hutt, said she was very con¬ 
cerned at the high levels of traffic 
that might be generated if applica¬ 
tions were accepted. 

“I recognise the value of recy¬ 
cling to reduce the amount put in 
land-fill but these proposals, if 
approved, would generate far 
more heavy goods vehicles than is 
accessing sites at present. 

“I am particularly concerned 
about the detrimental impact the 
extra heavy traffic will cause as it 
passes through Vale villages such 
as Llysworney. 

“For this reason I have raised 
my concerns about these planning 
applications in support of local 
communities,” she added.

A BARRY woman 
doctor is taking a 
4,500-mile cycle 
ride from Norway

“The work that 
Starlight does for poorly 
children across the UK is 



really valuable and we 
are proud to support the 
charity through this chal¬ 
lenge.”

‘Flying Vet’ claims 
South Wales Police 
were out to get him 


JUDGEMENT in part of the case at 
Cardiff County Court in which Vale 
‘Flying Vet’ Maurice Kirk is suing South 
Wales Police will be given on October 11. 

Last week, the hearing of evidence in the case was 
adjourned because Mr Kirk was suffering from a 
severe hip condition which was causing such pain 
that he had to take morphine. 

Mr Kirk (65) who has addresses in Barry and 
Brittany, has claimed a conspiracy has existed 
against him for many years. 

Lloyd Williams QC, who represents South Wales 
Police, who deny the allegations, has argued for four 
days that there is no basis in law for Mr Kirk’s alle¬ 
gations to be heard by the court. 

Earlier this week, Mr Kirk appeared and said that 
because of his health he was not in a fit state to argue 
certain aspects of the case. 

Judge Anthony Seys-Llewellyn said the court had 
“bent over backwards” to help Mr Kirk with his dif¬ 
ficulties and he wished the case to progress. 

It was claimed by Mr Kirk that there had been the 
deliberate withholding of incident numbers concern¬ 
ing him by the police. 

“They have conspired to get Kirk,” he said. 

He also claimed that covert surveillance was set 
up by the police because they alleged he was a 
threat. 

There had also been mismanagement and the 
withholding of disclosure information, the court was 
told.

“I have served everything I have got to the other 
side.” He added: “I am anxious to get this case out of 
this building and to the Court of Appeal.” He left the 
court room after 30 minutes. 

Lloyd Williams said: “This matter has to be 
resolved soon and a line has to be drawn under the 
case.” 

Mr Williams said that whenever Mr Kirk had been 
in court in the past he had always raised the issue of 
conspiracy. 

“That has always been put before the courts and it 
has always been considered,” he said. 

The judge said that the preparation of his judge¬ 
ment would take some time to assemble because 
there was such a large amount of material involved. 

Earlier in the hearing, it was estimated that if evi¬ 
dence had been called it would have lasted up to 10 
weeks with costs of £800,000.

Toilets at The Butts 
can’t be repaired. 
Town Council told 


CONCERNS about the state 
of the public toilets in The 
Butts have been expressed by 
members of Cowbridge Town 
Council. 

The council was told by the Vale 
Council that the former toilets can¬ 
not be repaired or refurbished 
because of their poor condition. 

Providing public toilets at this 
location would require a new 
building which was not feasible at 
the moment because of the coun¬ 
cil’s future funding problems. 

But the Town Council was told 
that if it wished to pay for new toi¬ 
lets, the site could be transferred to 
them. 

However, the Vale Council stat¬ 
ed that the Welsh Assembly 
Government is keen to encourage 


the owners of commercial premises 
like pubs and restaurants to open 
up their toilets for public use to 
non-customers. They can be paid 
£500 if they are willing to do that. 

The Vale Council hopes to work 
with the Town Council in encour¬ 
aging the owners of suitable prem¬ 
ises near the cattle market to join 
this initiative which could prove to 
be the solution to the lack of public 
conveniences at that end of town. 

Coun Jon Harris said that the 
town council should point out that 
it remains concerned about the 
state of the old toilets on health 
and safety grounds and to ask the 
Vale to demolish them and clear 
the site as soon as possible. 

This was agreed. 
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‘Use tourism to boost 
Llantwit’s economy’ 


MORE than 30 residents 
attended a public meeting 
called by regional AM Andrew 
RT Davies to discuss how 
Llantwit Major can benefit 
from European and Welsh 
Assembly Government fund¬ 
ing. 

The meeting was addressed by 
Coun Rhodri Traherne, Vale Council 
cabinet member for economic devel¬ 
opment and regeneration. 

He outlined current funding proce¬ 
dures, before throwing the meeting 
open to suggestions from the audi¬ 
ence. 

Also present was Vale MP Alun 
Cairns and the Conservative candidate 
for the Vale at next year’s assembly 
elections - Dr Angela Jones Evans. 

Llantwit councillors were also pres¬ 
ent, including Couns Dave Lane, 
Russell Downe and Bob Gant. 

Speaking after the meeting, Andrew 
RT Davies said that it was “fantastic” 
to see so many people there who were 
eager to contribute to a lively discus¬ 
sion. 

Topics covered in the meeting 
included the upgrading of Llantwit 
Major beach to attract more tourists to 
the area, as well as the need for a des¬ 
ignated pedestrian walkway. 

Mr Davies said he would be work¬ 
ing not only to promote Llantwit as a 
place to live and work, but also as a 
tourist destination. 

“Llantwit has much to offer the 


south Wales region and we must work 
together to benefit from increased vis¬ 
itor numbers to Cardiff. We must use 
tourism as a way of creating better 
economic prosperity for the whole 
town.” 

Mr Cairns said he would be con¬ 
tacting Visit Wales, the organisation 
that replaced the Wales Tourist Board, 
and also the relevant minister at the 
Assembly. 

“Llantwit is a prime location within 
the Vale with its rich cultural heritage 
going back to Celtic times. 

“We have a jewel in Llantwit, 
which we have failed to properly 
exploit. It is a centre of Christianity, 
older than Lindisfarne, and pre-dates 
the work of St Columba. 

“We need to attract new visitors to 
create wealth and jobs,” he insisted. 

Mr Cairns also spoke about the 
proposed Metrix scheme and said that 
while he had no idea what the govern¬ 
ment’s decision would be following 
the strategic spending review and 
defence review now under way, he 
was ready to ensure that the commu¬ 
nity gained the maximum possible 
benefit if the go-ahead is given for the 
Defence Training College. 

“We will co-ordinate a list of 
Metrix’s requirements so that local 
people and, more crucially, local busi¬ 
nesses can benefit. 

“Opportunities must be given to the 
local community to supply Metrix’s 
needs whenever possible. ” Mr Cairns 
added.

Potential solutions 
to poor broadband 
provision in Vale... 




R egular readers 
will be aware that 
I have raised the 
lack of broadband across 
the Vale of Glamorgan on 
several occasions. 

The response to the cam¬ 
paign was remarkable. It is 
clear that the provision of 
broadband and the lack of 
speed is a concern across the 
rural Vale, as well as in Barry. 

I received a significant 
number of e-mails and letters 
of individual cases highlight¬ 
ing their specific cases, some 
explaining the impact it is 
having on their business, or 
on members of their family. 

As a result, a short time 
ago, I took each individual 
case to BT Openreach, the 
part of BT that is responsible 
for the network, irrespective 
of who your provider is. 

Although I am still await¬ 
ing the full breakdown from 
BT of their response to every 
reason, it is obvious that there 
are some common themes and 
some possible options for 
redress. 

The most obvious solution 
is a better network of fibre. 
This will obviously cost most 
money and I am waiting for 
Jeremy Hunt’s plans to use 
the former BBC Digital 
Switchover fund. 

In the interim, however, 
there are some solutions avail¬ 
able. 

There is a Broadband 
Support Scheme available, 
which can pay a grant up to

£1,000 per household. If your 
property is simply too far 
from the Exchange, then 
satellite broadband is an 
option. This grant can pay 
towards the set up costs. 

A new technology, BET 
(Broadband Enabling 
Technology) is another option. 
It can extend the range of 
broadband from the six kilo¬ 
metre limit to 12 kilometres 
and could be the answer to 
many homes across the Vale 
that have not got any form of 
coverage. 

There are limitations, but 
at least it can offer a short¬ 
term fix. There is a need for a 
number of properties to want 


to sign up to this technology, 
but this, along with Support 
Grant, could be possible for 
some people. 

I have also tried an inex¬ 
pensive piece of equipment 
(around £15) the I-plate and 
noted marginal improvement. 
Again, this can add a little 
speed and reliability. 

All in all, there are some 
options - although I don’t 
want to overstate their merits. 
Eor us to receive the technolo¬ 
gy capacity we need, I have 
lobbied WAG to ensure that 
any EU funding available for 
Broadband also benefits the 
Vale. 

Until now, they have priori¬ 
tised the Valleys and other 
communities. I have said that 
shortage of bandwidth and 
demand across the Vale is 
potentially holding us back 
economically. It is not only 
Labour heartlands that need 
support. 

If you have sent me details 
of your case, I will get BT 
Openreach to establish the best 
way forward for your circum¬ 
stances. If you haven’t been in 
touch and have a problem, 
please get in touch either by

THE Metrix Consortium has 
reaffirmed its confidence in 
the future of the Defence 
Technical College at St 
Athan, despite the govern¬ 
ment defence spending 
review which is due to be car¬ 
ried out in October. 

The scale of the project was 
called into question last weekend 
when General Sir Richard Dannatt 
commented on BBC Wales that 
although the scheme was likely to 
go ahead, it might not be of a size 
to bring 5,000 jobs, adding: 
“Maybe it won’t be as large, 
maybe it won’t be quite as ambi¬ 
tious...” 

Metrix told The GEM that it 
was inappropriate to respond to 
General Dannatt’s comments, but 
its spokesman Christopher 
Moseley pointed out: “Technical 
training for the UK armed forces 
will still be required in some form, 
whatever the outcome of the 
strategic defence and security 
review. 

“The Metrix proposal for train¬ 
ing, which will be conducted at 
the MoD’s Defence Technical 
College in St Athan, drives for¬ 
ward a number of key efficiencies 
and delivers a level of responsive¬ 
ness to change, which cannot be 
matched by the current training 
capability.” 

Mr Moseley said that the St 
Athan scheme also had a signifi¬ 
cant operational benefit. 

“One principal benefit of the 
Metrix proposal will be that some 
1,200 sailors, soldiers and airmen 
will be able to return to opera¬ 
tional duties. It would, therefore.

be illogical for the MoD not to 
embrace these obvious benefits.” 

With a full Vale Council meet¬ 
ing due to be held as the GEM was 
going to press yesterday 
(September 29) local councillors 
pledged to raise the issue of the 
academy ’5 future. 

Independent Vale councillor, 
Richard Bertin, said he was con¬ 
cerned about the implications if 
the project failed to get the go- 
ahead. 

He warned: “The proposed 
development, which is the biggest 
ever single investment project in 
Wales, could be ruled out by the 
Conservatives, when they conduct 
their defence spending review at 
the end of October. 

“It is considered that the St 
Athan Defence Academy would 
bring thousands of jobs to the area 
and would be a massive boost to 
the local economy and Wales.” 

Coun Bertin, who once worked 
at St. Athan and represents the 
Court ward in Barry, went on: “If 
the Tories suddenly pull the plug 
on this project, it would be a huge 
blow for the local area. 

“To put a stop to this project 
would have a devastating impact 
on the community at a time when 
we don’t need it!” 

Coun Bertin said he was partic¬ 
ularly fearful because the MoD 
was being asked to find at least 20 
per cent of savings in its budget 
and that St Athan could be part of 
the process. 

Coun Bertin said he would be 


asking the Vale Council Leader, 
Coun Gordon Kemp what the 
council and the Tory group were 
doing to ensure the project is 
delivered to the area. 

Labour’s Coun Rob Curtis also 
said he would be asking the Vale 
Council leader for an update on 
the future of the St Athan acade¬ 
my. 

He said that if recent specula¬ 
tion was correct - that the defence 
academy might not go ahead - it 
would have serious consequences. 

He explained: “If these rumours 
are true, then this single cut would 
be a major blow to the economic 
prospects of not just the Vale, but 
the whole of south Wales.” 

The Vale’s Conservative MP, 
Alun Cairns, stated that he was 
continuing to champion the 
scheme and warned people not to 
prejudge what the government 
would decide to do. 

“Clearly, there is considerable 
speculation about the impact of 
the comprehensive spending 
review. 

“I think it is fair to say that even 
the MoD don’t yet know their 
budget, so it is impossible to say 
what the outcome of specific proj¬ 
ects is.” 

He went on: “Similarly, the 
strategic defence and security 
review that will decide the make¬ 
up of the armed forces won’t be 
agreed until December. 

“Naturally, I am doing all I can 
to support the project and to influ¬ 
ence changes to benefit the local 
community. Only this week, I was 
involved in another meeting 
championing the case to govern¬ 
ment Ministers.” 


Cannabis found in drier 


A mother of two has 
been sentenced to a 
community order

A search revealed 17 
wraps of cannabis in 
the tumble drier. 

When arrested, she 
admitted knowing 
drugs were being sold 
from the premises. 

The court was told 
one of the youths was 
later arrested and 
admitted the cannabis 
was his. 

Walters’ mobile 
phone was examined 
and on it were three 


messages indicating she 
had arranged the sale 
of cannabis. Her coun¬ 
sel Tim Evans said: 
“Some dreadful things 
had happened to her in 
the past. She had been 
in tears discussing the 
case with me.” 

Judge Neil Bidder 
said: “You allowed the 
dealing of cannabis 
from your house. 
Others were obviously 
involved.” 

He said she made no 
Hnancial gain and had 
been a long term suf¬ 
ferer from depression.

THE Vale’s MP has urged 
local companies to get their 
slice of the cake when 
Olympic contracts are dished 
out. 

A total of £700 million worth of 
goods and services is up for grabs 
with the opportunities being publi¬ 
cised at an online web portal by the 
London organising committee for the 
Olympic and Paralympic Games 
(LOCOG). 

Mr Cairns, who had been in touch 
with the Department of Culture, 
Media & Sport to find out which 
companies based in the Vale had been 
contracted to participate in the opera¬ 
tion of the London 2012 Olympics, 
explained: “LOCOG has advised me 
that no major contracts have yet been 
awarded in this procurement, but 
there is significant interest across the 
nations and regions in those tenders 
that have been placed on the online 
web portaLCompeteFor’. 

“CompeteFor makes these opportu¬ 
nities accessible to companies in all 
parts of the UK, including Wales. 

“I’m keen to urge businesses based 
within the Vale to apply for these 
contracts, as there’s no reason why 
our excellent locally based service 
and product providers cannot com¬ 


pete effectively on a UK wide plat¬ 
form.” 

Mr Cairns said if local companies 
secured business it would boost local 
employment prospects. 

“The depth and breadth of busi¬ 
nesses based in the Vale should 
ensure that we can be successful in 
securing contracts for this high pro¬ 
file global event, promoting a positive 
image for the area and providing 
guaranteed work for those in the 
Vale.” 

Paul Haley, the director of strategic 
operations with south Wales based 
BHBi Consultancy, an internal audit 
training company in Cardiff with 
links to many local firms, said there 
could be the chance of gaining con¬ 
tracts as long as the process wasn’t 
too onerous for small and medium 
sized businesses. 

He explained: “It does present 
opportunities for organisations so 
long as the tender processes are not 
overly beaurocratic and thus unduly 
prohibitive against small businesses. 

“Probably SMEs will need to look 
to sub contract in order to be 
involved.”

Ceidwadwyr Welsh 
Cymreig Conservatives 
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‘Trusted’ financial advisor 
defrauded his clients out 
of thousands of pounds 


A financial advisor 
with a leading 
insurance company 
defrauded some of 
his clients out of 
thousands of 

pounds, Cardiff 
Crown Court has 
heard. 

Father of two, 
Matthew Holland (39) of 
Penarth, a man with no 
previous convictions, 
was regarded as a friend 
and was trusted by his 
clients, said prosecutor 
David Thomas. 

Judge Neil Bidder 
sentenced him to 12 
months imprisonment 
suspended for two years, 
made him subject to a 
supervision order for two 
years, and directed he 


carry out 300 hours 
unpaid work, after he 
pleaded guilty to four 
charges of fraud. 

Said the judge: “You 
defrauded people who 
trusted you. They not 
only trusted you, they 
regarded you as a friend 
and this was a very seri¬ 
ous breach of trust on 
them and your employ¬ 
ers. 

“The offences were 
committed, I am sure, 
when your work got on 
top of you. You are not 
very adept at paperwork 
and you ran up debts 
which you didn’t manage 
very well. Your ability to 
service your debts 
became less and less.” 

He said the offences 
were committed as a 
result of panic when he

couldn’t face his debts 
and he acted utterly out 
of character. 

Mr Thomas said that 
Holland received a 
cheque of £12,000 from 
Jennifer Lax to invest 
with the NFU Mutual. 
She signed the cheques 
but left out the name of 
the payee. 

Holland then paid it 
into his own bank 
account and even sent 
her a forged letter from 
the company confirming 
the investment. 

Carol Yates handed 
over a cheque for 
£50,000 to be invested 
and he again paid it into 
his own bank account. 


Mr Thomas said Dr 
Betty Craig gave 
Holland a cheque for 
£30,000 but when the 
bank received it they 
became suspicious and 
realised something was 
wrong and Holland was 
told the cheque would 
not be honoured. 

At one point he con¬ 
tacted Carol Yates and 
said he had done some¬ 
thing “stupid”. 

All the money, said 
Mr Thomas, had been 
repaid after Holland took 
out a loan from a friend 
and even interest was 
being paid. 

When arrested, 

Holland said he had been 
under financial pressure 
and had not intended 
keeping the money per¬ 
manently. 


Holland was said by 
his counsel David 
Purnell to have “commit¬ 
ted a spectacular fall 
from grace”. 

He produced 19 char¬ 
acter references. 

“He has been very 
good at his work and was 
good at selling, but he 
lived beyond himself and 
spent more than he 
received.” 

Mr Purnell said that at 
one point he had consid¬ 
ered ending his life. 

“He has lost every¬ 
thing and will never 
work again in a capacity 
where he handles money. 
He is now a taxi driver.” 

He said the family 
house would have to be 
sold and the equity used 
to repay the loan.

Lifeboat is called 
to fishing boat 

PORTHCAWL’s lifeboat was launched last 
week to answer a distress call from a fishing 
boat off Sker Point.

The doc¬ 
tor and patient were transferred to the lifeboat to make it 
easier for the patient to be winched aboard the helicopter 
and he was then taken to Morriston Hospital. 

Joseph Missen He lm of Porthcawl Lifeboat Station 
said that the shout had involved many different organi¬ 
sations and individuals who had all worked together to 
assist the fisherman.

Llantwit Castle to 
be put on market 


ONE of the most 
historic buildings in 
Llantwit is being 
put up for sale. 

The Vale cabinet was 
expected to agree at its 
meeting yesterday, 
September 29 to sell 
Llantwit Castle - also 
known as Old Place - 
which is located on 
Castle Street. 

The building is a ruin 
which dates from the 
late 16th century and it 
will be sold by tender. A 
planning brief has been 
drawn up with the 
approval of Cadw which 
must be complied with 
by any new owners. 

This brief enables the 
building to be re-used as 
a single residence. 

The buildings on the 
site are Grade 2 listed 
and some are also sched¬ 
uled ancient monuments 
and the site lies in a con¬ 
servation area. 

The council originally 
decided in 2006 to sell 
the building, but Cadw 
was unhappy at that time 
and it was withdrawn 
from sale so that a new 
survey could be carried 
out. Cadw said then that 
this was a “nationally 
significant monument in 
public ownership.” 

Extensive clearance of 
vegetation has taken 
place to enable the new 
survey to take place. 

This found that while lit¬ 
tle deterioration has 
taken place, there is a 
potential for damage to

the walls as the ruins are 
roofless and the tops of 
the walls are unprotect¬ 
ed. 

In his report to cabi¬ 
net, Rob Thomas, head 
of planning and trans¬ 
portation, said that the 
council had four options. 

The first was to do 
nothing but this has been 
ruled out because of the 
risk to trespassers from 
falling masonry and the 
possibility of a serious 
failure of the ruinous 
walls. 

The next two options 
- which are to either 
carry out intermediate 
repairs or turn it into an 
“accessible ruin” - 
would also be “prohibi¬ 
tively” expensive for the 
council and also for 
Cadw. 

The fourth option of 
disposal subject to a 
planning brief has been 
agreed with Cadw. 

The cabinet was told 
that the building will 
remain a financial liabil¬ 
ity because of the on¬ 
going costs of boundary 
maintenance and super¬ 
vision while it remains 
in the council’s owner¬ 
ship. 

Old Place consists of 
the ruins of a late 16th 
century mansion and 
these are two to three 
storeys high and made of 


local stone. The building 
is roofless. 

It was acquired by the 
Vale Council in 1995 
because of its dangerous 
structures but the council 
has been unable to find 
the funding to repair 
them. 

The planning brief, 
which cabinet was due 
to approve, states that as 
the original house was 
three storeys high, any 
new development must 
retain the height and 
existing lay-out of the 
original building. 

It is to be finished in 
roughcast and lime- 
washed render. 

The forecourt walls 
will also have to be rein¬ 
stated to their original 
height, repointed and 
repaired. 

Research into the his¬ 
tory of the building has 
found that it was built at 
the end of the 16th cen¬ 
tury incoporating part of 
an earlier structure. It 
was owned at that time 
by the Van family of 
Marcross. 

It later fell into decay. 

Rob Thomas told The 
GEM that the council 
was seeking to dispose 
of the building, as this is 
considered to be the 
most beneficial way to 
ensure its long-term 
retention and re-use. 

He added that the 
issue of price has not yet 
been raised and this will 
depend on the marketing 
process. 


PLAID CALLS FOR ‘TRAIN 
INDICATOR’ IN DINAS POWYS 


PLAID CYMRU have called for a 
real-time train indicator at 
Eastbrook station in Dinas Powys 
so that passengers will know the 
time of the next train and be 
informed of any delays. 

Eastbrook is the only station 
between Cardiff and Bridgend on the 
Vale of Glamorgan line without a real¬ 
time indicator. 

Vale Assembly candidate for Plaid 


Cymru, Dr Ian Johnson, joined local 
Dinas Powys councillors, Coun 
Margaret Randall, Coun Keith Hatton 
and Coun Val Hartrey, to speak to 
Eastbrook commuters and ask them to 
sign a petition.

After the Second 
World War, the Big Four 
became British Railways 
(BR) in 1948. 

In March 1960, 
Evening Star brought to 
an end over 130 years of 
steam-locomotive build¬ 
ing for Britain’s main¬ 
line railways, leaving 
Swindon Works in a 
blaze of publicity in 
1960.

Local authors capture 
the history of south 
Wales railway travel

RAILWAYS OF 
SOUTH WALES by 
Adrian Kenny 
WELSH RAIL¬ 
WAYS A NEW 
PERSPECTIVE by 
Jeff Morgan and 
Wayne Eldridge 

R ail enthusi¬ 
asts and pho¬ 
tographers 
alike will welcome 
the recent publica¬ 
tion of two books 
on railways in 
Wales. 

All three authors live 
in south Wales, so their 
knowledge of the area is 
extensive. 

With more than 120 
pages, Adrian Kenny’s 
book. Railways in South 
Wales, is in the larger 
A4 format and all his 
images are on the tradi¬ 
tion film taken on his 
Mamiya 645 camera. 

Over the 11 years it 
has taken to compile this 
book, he has travelled 
many hundreds of miles 
in his quest to record all 
the trains in excellent 
weather and lighting 
conditions. 

I have known him to 
travel all the way to west 
Wales for that special 
shot, but abort the ven¬ 
ture, due to the light not 
being good enough - but 
that’s the high standard 
he sets himself. 

The first dozen pages 
give details of all the 
changes in passenger 
services, improvements 
to stations in south 
Wales, the train operat¬ 
ing companies as well as 
freight operators. There 
are details on rail infra¬ 
structure, signalling, 
locos and units and 
finally, the preserved 
lines in the area. 

The Garw Valley 
Railway, between Tondu

WILCOCK 


and Pontycymmer, 
which was founded in 
2006 also has a mention. 

It’s obvious to the 
reader that Adrian has 
taken many hours to 
research each and every 
photograph with cross 
referencing with further 
advice from fellow 
enthusiast in the area. 

All the main classes 
of locomotives are fea¬ 
tured with as many liv¬ 
ery variations as possible 
and all the freight and 
passenger companies 
that have worked in 
south Wales are also 
included in the excellent 
volume. 

I find the book an 
excellent historical docu¬ 
ment on the south Wales 
railways in the 21st cen¬ 
tury. The subjects are 
photographed in such a 
way as to take in the 
whole scene and not just 
a train in the station as 
might be expected. 

My particular 
favourites are the indus¬ 
trial scenes, night time at 
Aberthaw Power Station, 
oil tankers at Barry, 
chemical trains at Barry 
Docks and even trains 
clearing leaves from the 
tracks near Cadoxton! 

This is a book that 
can be looked at time 
and time again as each 
photograph has so much 
to please the eye that 
one look is not enough. 

Many readers will 
know Jeff Morgan as the 
former chairman of the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Railway at Barry. Since 
the change of operators 
he, along with Wayne 
Eldridge a fellow 
teacher, has devoted 
most of his time to pro¬ 
ducing their book on “ 
Welsh Railways - A new 
perspective”. 


With more than 80 
pages of photographs, 
with many featuring a 
couple on each page, the 
book covers a period of 
30 years from 1980 to 
present day, and illus¬ 
trates the ever-changing 
scene from Holyhead in 
the north west to 
Pembrokeshire in the 
south west. 

Jeff and Wayne trav¬ 
elled together to capture 
the less well known 
locations, as well as 
unusual and long depart¬ 
ed rail lines. 

Scenes at Barry in the 
1980s dramatically illus¬ 
trate the decline of visi¬ 
tors to the Island. 

Of particular note are 
the trains at Barry 
Island, waiting to return 
day trippers to the 
Valleys, and in the back¬ 
ground, the line through 
the tunnel to the Barry 
Pier, where trains con¬ 
nected with the steamer 
service to various places 
in the Bristol Channel. 

This line saw its last 
working in 1971. 

Golfers at Porthkerry 
Park are oblivious to a 
heavy freight train cross¬ 


ing the 376-yard viaduct 
which when opened in 
1898 and had to be 
closed a month after 
opening due to severe 
distortion. Poor founda¬ 
tions meant that a tem¬ 
porary line had to be 
built around the viaduct 
while major reconstruc¬ 
tion was carried out. 

It reopened in 1900 
and has served the Vale 
of Glamorgan line right 
up to the present day. 
Special trains to the 
open day at Aberthaw 
Power Station in 1997 
and the daily train to the 
Eord works at Bridgend, 
which is rarely seen in 
daylight hours are anoth¬ 
er feature. 

Both books will give 
hours of pleasure to rail 
enthusiasts, photogra¬ 
phers and local histori¬ 
ans alike. Both are well 
researched with excel¬ 
lent captions on every 
page. They will make 
ideal presents for that 
special person or even a 
treat for oneself. 

Both are available 
from the Cowbridge 
Bookshop or Ian Allan 
in Cardiff.

If Gone... was a fair 
indicator of Affleck’s 
abilities as a director, 
then The Town shows he 
is more than at home 
amping things up when 
required. 


uses. Similarly, his use 
of the Boston landscape 
comes to the fore, 
Affleck showing every 
dark nook and cranny of 
the town of 
Charlestown, and the 
characters you bump 
into there. 

It’s his intimate 
knowledge of these char¬ 
acters, and the world 
they inhabit, that makes 
the film a far more per¬ 
sonal one. 

The majority of these 
characters are flawed, 
but not wholly lacking 
redemption, and 
Affleck’s camera is 
never far away from 
these individuals.

sequence is more than in

The character of Doug 
is hardly bursting with 
originality, but Affleck 
finds some nice places to 
take the character on his 
slightly forseeable jour¬ 
ney, showing a man 
whose life of crime is as 
much a product of his 
society as his own 
choice. 

Capturing the shift in 
his emotions, as he falls 
for Claire, knowing the 
truth would destroy the 
relationship while hav¬ 
ing to manage his team 
of robbers, Affleck’s turn 
is nicely rounded and 
delivered with style. 

Rebecca Hall, as the 


bank manager whose 
relationship with Doug 
forms the crux of the 
story, is just as impres¬ 
sive as Affleck, again 
running the gamut of 
emotions but delivering 
a strong performance, in 
an underwritten role that 
sits wonderfully well 
alongside the remainder 
of the cast. 

Meanwhile, Jeremy 
Renner shows just why 
he has been so hotly- 
tipped since last year’s 
The Hurt Locker, with a 
superb performance of 
quiet spoken menace. 

Again, his character is 
a genre type, the hothead 
who is unable to extract 
himself from his situa¬ 
tion but Renner shows a 
slow-burning anger 
inside the character that 
makes him dangerous 
yet strangely rootable, 
subverting the usual 
character tics. 

With Mad Men’s Jon 
Hamm similarly impres¬ 
sive as the FBI agent 
intent on tracking down 
Doug and his gang, 
showing there’s more to 
him than the dapper suits 
and hair pomade of Don 
Draper, and Gossip 
Girl’s Blake Lively giv¬ 
ing an exceptional small 
turn as drug-addicted 
mother, there are no 
weak turns here; and 
small roles for the likes 
of Pete Postlethwaite, 


Chris Cooper and Titus 
Welliver (or the ‘Man in 
Black’ to Lost fans) sim¬ 
ply increase the quality 
of the turns on show. 

If acting and directing 
wasn’t enough, Affleck 
also took on co-writing 
duties with Peter Craig 
and Aaron Stockard, and 
the script the three of 
them have delivered 
(adapted from Chuck 
Hogan’s Prince of 
Thieves) is full of rich 
characters and bristles 
with authenticity. 

This, no doubt, helps 
the superb performances 
really hit home, but if 
there are any bumps in 
the road, it mainly 
comes through the 
slightly shmaltzy ending, 
Affleck and his co-writ- 
ers getting everything 
wrapped a little too neat¬ 
ly- 

Despite this, given the 
quality of Affleck’s first 
two outings, there is lit¬ 
tle doubting his ability. 
The Town also reminds 
us of his talent in front 
of the screen to boot, 
and the end product is 
one that is eminently 
watchable, the perform¬ 
ances and direction fit¬ 
tingly soundly around a 
gripping story.

LLANDOW Kart

Regions must play 
their part, if dream 
is to become reality 

I “October is a fine and dangerous season ...a wonderful time to begin 

I_ anything at all” - Thomas Merton, writer, poet and Trappist monk. 


O ctober 2010-October 2011 
- what a momentous 12 
months is in prospect as a 
marathon sports banquet, the 
like of which has not been seen 
in the Welsh Rugby Union’s 129- 
year history, gets under way. 

(Our national game’s earliest roots, 
in fact, go back even further - to the 
mid 19th century at Lampeter College - 
followed in 1875 by the creation of the 
South Wales Football Union. 

However, the first international 
match was against England on 
February 19, 1881, when a scratch 
Welsh XV was whitewashed in a humili¬ 
ating six-try baptism of fire at 
Blackheath. 

No doubt this crushing defeat was the 
spark behind the historic meeting in 
the Castle Hotel, Neath on March 12, 
when 11 clubs voted to form the Welsh 
Rugby Union). 

The current WRU hierarchy would 
do well to remember the fact that it 
owes its very existence to the clubs, not 
the other way around! 

Ironically, having controversially 
reduced the elite Welsh club system to 
just four regions, it now seems set on 
pointedly clipping the latter’s wings by 
removing them from the WRU board. 

On though to more pressing playing 
matters, and continuing the culinary 
analogy... 

First we have four appetizers - the 
autumn ‘friendlies’ that aren’t - 
against the Tri-Nations giants, plus Fiji 
in Cardiff; then come five spring hors 
d’oeuvres - the Six Nations; followed 
by three summer salads (England 
twice and Argentina); then the piece de 
resistance - next autumn’s mouthwa¬ 
tering main course - Rugby World 
Cup 2011, waiting to be served up by 
the already salivating New Zealand 
hosts in October. 

With extra side dishes provided by 
the four regions in the Magners 
League and (hopefully) Europe, the 
table is set for non-stop rugby fare 
that should sate even the most vora¬ 
cious fans’ appetites over the coming 
year. 

For the Welsh national squad, of 
course, the daunting prospect of a 12- 
month playing schedule that will rise 
to a World Cup climax, represents an 



unprecedented endurance test of their 
physical and mental stamina. 

After his Antarctic exploits on the 
TV game show ‘71 Degrees North’, 
Welsh rugby’s absentee star Gavin 
Henson should have no problem in thi s 
regard - if he can be persuaded to 
again lace up bis celebrated boots after 
taking off his Come Dancing shoes! 

Whatever the rights and wrongs of 
his attempts to break away from the 
Ospreys, time is clearly running out, 
though, if he seriously intends to end 
his rugby ‘exile’. 

One can only hope now that the 
long-running saga is speedily resolved, 
for he is a genuine world class talent 
and the present uncertainty does no- 
one any good. 

Mind you, Welsh hopes will have 
taken a dent from the typically trench¬ 
ant views of another famous superstar 
of the past, Bobby ‘Duke’ Windsor, 
that Wales can never aspire to winning

the Rugby World Cup and that Welsh 
players have become “too soft”. 

Far be it for me to take issue with 
the legendary Duke! However, what 
does seem indisputable is that at this 
moment in time, the top tier of Welsh 
rugby is well short of the level 
required if Wales is to mount a realis¬ 
tic challenge for the Webb Ellis trophy 
Down Under - certainly when com¬ 
pared to the Tri-Nations giants’ state 
of play. 

In this respect, the autumn ‘friend¬ 
lies’ in Cardiff will take on even 
greater significance, in terms of assess¬ 
ing just what can and must be done to 
close the gap in the year ahead. 

As stated on many occasions, Welsh 
rugby has undoubtedly made huge 
strides in terms of achieving greater 
physical durability and ball-winning 
muscularity up front - and there is 
absolutely no doubt that native flair is 
still there in abundance among the 
threequarters. 

And yet... 

Until the disparate parts are finally 
moulded into a cohesive whole, able to 
compete with precision at the highest 
level, not just in occasional patches, 
but on a ruthlessly-repetitive basis, a 
la the All Blacks, the dream of a per¬ 
manent place at rugby’s top table will 
remain just that. 

However, all is not yet lost and there 
is still time to discover the elusive con¬ 
sistency that is an absolute pre-requisite 
for success. 

The initial onus is on the four 
regions to lay the groundwork by at last 
becoming a real force in Europe - and 
finally justify that contentious WRU 
decision to choose them over the elite 
club structure when it came to profes¬ 
sional reorganisation. 


Third defeat in a row 
for Cowbridge Town 


COWBRIDGE Town FC 
stretched their winless run to 
three games last weekend, 
going down 3-2 to fellow high¬ 
fliers Cadoxton Barry in a 
close fought encounter. 

The pitch at Bryn-Y-Don, one of the 
biggest in the league, caused Town 
problems early on as the home side 
found space in attack to build some 
promising moves. 

That pressure told midway through 
the first half, when Town’s failure to 
clear their lines fell to the onrushing 
striker, who poked the ball into the 
bottom comer from the edge of the 
area. 

Town, still majorly depleted 
through injuries, worked hard to pull a 
goal back, even hitting the woodwork 
twice. 

However, they found themselves 
two goals down shortly afterwards 
through a well worked free kick, 
which saw good movement from the 
Cadoxton striker rewarded after a 
decent back post finish beat Ian Bavey 
in the Cowbridge goal. 

Town showed good character to 
stay in the game from that point, with 
Cadoxton still causing a threat. 

The away side were rewarded for 


their vigilance soon after, a loose ball 
finding Hans Kennedy just inside the 
box, who fired past the keeper with his 
less-favoured right foot. 

The resurgence was credit to 
Town’s fighting spirit, even if they 
lacked the cutting edge with which 
they have become accustomed. 

Half-time brought optimism to 
Town, and they transferred this quick¬ 
ly onto the pitch. 

Sustained pressure soon got reward¬ 
ed through another Jack Gavin goal 
which brought the scores level, and 
left Cowbridge sensing the game was 
there to be won. 

Continuing to press, chances came 
and went for Town, who continued to 
crank up the pressure on their rivals. 

Their ascendancy didn’t convert 
into goals, however, and when a spec¬ 
ulative 30 yard effort triggered an 
error from Town stopper Bavey to 
hand the lead back to the home side, a 
discouraged Town eleven were unable 
to pick themselves up again and suf¬ 
fered their second loss in a row. 

Cowbridge Town now focus their 
attention on the Cup, taking on 
Glenbrook of the VOGAFL Premier 
League in what looks set to be a stern 
test of their development.
